SJl.O. 3068.—In exeicise of tho powers conferred by section 169 of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951), tne Central Government, 
after consulting the Election Commission, hereby directs that the following 
amendments shall be made in the Representation of the People (Conduct of 
Elections and Election Petitions) Rules, 1958, namely: — 

In the said Rules— ' 

(i) for Rule 135, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"135. Maximum election expenses .— (1) The total of the expenditure of 
which account is to be kept under section 77 and which is incurred 
in connection with an election in any one Parliamentary constituency 
shall not exceed— 

(a) Rs. 36,000 in the case of a two-member conatituency in any State; 

(b) Rs. 26,000, in the case of a slngle-raember conatltuency in any State; 

(c) Rs. 16,000, in the case of a two-member constituency in any Union 

territory; and ’ 

(d) Rs. 10,000, In the case of a single-member constituency in any Union 

territory. 

(2) The total of the expenditure of which account is to be kept under 
section 77 and which is incurred In connection with an election in 
any one Assembly constituency shall not exceed the amount specified 
in respect of that constituency in the following table: —
